coin torts afforded by places estab- 
lished by the Y. M. C. A. An army

Because "of the war the meat re 


serves of the world are diminished 
The herds* of live stock in Europe 
have been reduced by slaughter made 
necessary in order to feed the armies. 
Our own meat .-productioni In the 
years just preceding the 
war 
was 


barely- sufficient' for our own uses 
And yet we,are now called upon not 
only to feed.-ou'rselves, but.to feed 
Europe to a large extent., And we 
must do it if. we win the war. 


Where will we get the meat? You 


can do your part, on your farm and 
in your backyard by producing more 
poultry—increasing the 
supply of 


eggs and chickens, geese and ducks. 
Our total number of beef animals can 
not be increased with sufficient quick- 
ness. Several years are required to 
build up cattle herds. Hogs can be 
increased considerably in a year. 
They can be increased faster than 
any other meat animal. But poultry 
can be doubled in a year. It offers 
the fastest and 
cheapest 
possible 


source of meat increase. That is why 
Lt is so important that everyone help 
in'poultry production next year. 


The more poultry and eggs we 


produce the jnore poultry and eggs 
we will eat. The more of that food 
we eat' the less beef and pork we will 
need or want—leaving 
that much 


more to go to Europe. Thus we .do 
indirectly the thing we can't do di- 
rectly. By poultry production we get 
quickly more meat to- win the war, 
altho we can not increase in that 
time the number of our meat ani- 
mals.

Gotch met and defeated all the 


famous-European wrestlc-rs, ir.olul- 
ing Giovanni Raicevick, Italian ch:iTT- 
piou; 
Yusseff 
Mahmout, 
Turk is-i 


champion; Stanislaus 
Zybszko and 


George Hacken.schmidt, who claimed 
the European title. The 3natoh with 
Hackenschmidt was staged a: Chica- 
go, Sept. 4, 1913, and drew gate re- 
ceipts of $80,000. 
Gotch won, as 


Hack quit in twenty minutes under 
pressure of Gotch's famous toe-hold. 
Following this victory Gotch was ac- 
cepted as the world's champion. 


His share of the money was $21,- 


000.In 1915 Gotch retired undefeated. 


Gotch owned four big farms near 


Humboldt, was a director in a bar.k 
and was 'reputed to be 'worth ?250,- 
000.The only man 
who ever threw 


^ t c h after he had gained any notor- 
iety as a wrestler was Fred Beell of 
Marshfield, winning the heavyweight 
championship in New Orleans. Iu 
mother match held a short time af- 
torwtird -in Kansas City, Gotch won 
the championship back, and held it 
until his retirement in 1915.

generally short lived, and orchards 
hat were set; out in the early days 
Arived in fine shape for several year* 
and then the trees began to die off, 
and the result is that in .some in- 
stances the trees have entirely dis- 
appeared from this cause. Mr. Tuttle 
itates that the trees .he has raised of 
.his variety seem' to stand the cli- 
mate up here in fine shape and groAV 
the same as native trees. He thought 
nothing <.of this at first, but later 01 
noticed the peculiarity and since that 
Jme has been engaged in propagat- 
ing the species with the intention oi' 
supplying them to others.

It is understood, however, 
that the matter that is bothering 
them is the fact that it was under- 
stood that the new packing plant was 
lo be built at MarshQeld when the 
stock was sold, but when the meeting 
was held to decide on a location the 
Marshfield delegation did not get a 
look-in. The five cases that are to oo 
tried out are test cases, and on the 
outcome of these will depend a large 
number of other settlements.

Wisconsin for some time.

It is a well known fact that apples 


can be grown in Wisconsin, and up in 
this section of Wisconsin, but it is 
also well known that the trees are 
generally short lived, and orchard? 
that were set out in the early days 
thrived in fine shape for several year- 
and then the trees began to die off, 
and the result is that in some in- 
stances the trees have entirely dis- 
appeared from this cause. Mr. Tuttle 
states that the trees he has raised of 
this variety seem to stand the cli- 
mate up here in fine shape and grow 
the same as native trees. He thought 
nothing -at this at first, but later OT 
noticed the peculiarity and since that 
time has been engaged in propagat 
ing the species with the intention ol' 
supplying them to others. The result, 
is that he has some five hundred 
trees at the present time and expects 
to have many more.

Resuming their song they stood 
erect and displayed the greatest forti- 
tude while the ropes were adjusted. 


At 7:17 the major In charge of the 


execution gave the order to spring the 
traps. The triggers had been arranged, 
one for each drop, and 'six men were 
assigned to each one. At the word of 
command they pulled on the Diggers 
and the 13 negroes dropped to death. 
Eleven of them died almost Instantly, 
the other two quivering a moment or 
two after the rope became taut. 


Of tho 63 men tried by the same 


court-martial 41 were sentenced to life 
imprisonment. 


One man was sentenced to dishonor- 


able discharge from the army and to be 
confined for two and a half years.

D. MELVIN IS DEAD 


Chief of Bureau of Animal Industry, 


and WelUKnown Expert Dies 


From Hemorrhage. 


Washington, Dec. 11.-—Dr. A. D. Mel- 


vin/chief of the bureau of animal In- 
dustry and well-known to the country 
as the government's foremost figure In 
combating foot-and-mouth disease and 
other diseases of cattle, died at his 
home here of pulmonary hemorrhage. 
He was flfty:flve years old. Doctor 
Melvln's name was known to stock- 
raisers, farmers, merchants and others 
the country over. His death was sud- 
den, but not unexpected. He had been 
111 three years, but had worked at? his 
desk until Thursday. A wi low, a son 
and a daughter survive him. Doctor 
Melvin's native state was Illinois and 
he had been in tho government service 
since 1886.

Field, Dec. 10.—At least 2,000 Germans 
perished In two violent and fruitless 
Attempts to break British lines around 
Vial wood. 


Twenty-five separate German divi- 


sions have been identified as compos- 
ing the enemy offensive in this sec- 
tor, Indicating the Germans have at 
least 875,000 men massed there. 


It was the British who -were In- 


trenched on the Hlndenburg line—the 
same line that the Germans held so 
firmly until Byng's smash.

The enemy was stubborn- 
ly determined. Along one arc massed 
troops were thrown forward and driv- 
en off. Almost Immediately a- second 
attacking wave formed.

jects of the enemy to conform to our 
laws and enjoins upon American citi- 
zens the duty of treating subjects of 
the enemy who remain loyal to the Unit- 
ed States with all such friendliness as 
may be compatible with loyalty and al- 
legiance to the United States. 


"This proclamation differs from the 


preceding proclamation, relating to the 
German empire, In that, while it au- 
thorizes the arrest and Internment of 
any subjects of the dual empire whose 
conduct may be a menace to the safety 
of the country, the only restrictions 
which It contains are prohibitions 
against either entering or leaving the 
United States without first obtaining 
permission. 


Their Loyalty Shown. 


. "Many subjects of Austria-Hungary 
have already demonstrated their strong 
loyalty to, this- country by .their faith- 
fulness In industrial work, thfeh- organ- 
ization of recruiting committees arid in 
service with our armies. For the pres- 
ent, therefore, "no restrictions will be 
placed upon the movements of subjects 
of Austria-Hungary. 


"They are not subject to the restric-

dent's- proclamation, of 'war with-Aus- 
tria-Hungary, after:clting the;authoriz- 
ing resolution of congress, says:: ,/ 


"Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil- 


son, president of the United States.of 
America, ,de,,.hereby proclaim to all 
whom it may concern that a,state ot 
wai-x exists between, 'the United States: 
and'thei imperial and royal Austro-Hun- 
garian government; and I do especial- 
ly' direct all: officers, civil or military, 
of the United States that they exercise 
vigilance and zeal in the discharge of 
their duties Incident to such a state of 
war; and'I do, moreover, earnestly ap- 
peal to all American citizens'that they, 
In loyal devotion to'the.ir country, dedi- 
cated from its foundation to the- prin- 
ciples of liberty and justice, uphold the 
laws of the land and give undivided 
and willing support to those measures 
which', may be adopted by the consti- 
tutional authorities in prosecuting the 
war to a successful issue and'obtain- 
ing a secure and just peace; . 


"And, acting under and by virtue of 


the authority vested in.me by the Con- 
stitution of-the United States and the 
aforesaid sections of the revised.stat- 
utes, I do hereby furt'.er proclaim and 
direct that tho conduct to be observed 
on the part of the United States toward 
all natives, citizens, denizens or sub- 
jects of Austria-Hungary, being males 
of the'age of fourteen years and up- 
ward, who shall remain within the 
United. States and not actually natural- 
ized, shall be,as follows: 


"AH natives, citizens, denizens or 


subjects 
of Austria-Hungary, being 


males of fourteen years and upward, 
who shall be within the United States 
and not actually naturalized, are en- 
joined to preserve the peace toward 
the United States and' to refrain from 
crime against the public safety and 
from violating the laws of the.United 
States and of the states and territories 
thereof, and to refrain from actual 
hostility or giving Information, aid or 
comfort to the enemies of the United 
States and to comply strictly with the 
regulations which are hereby or which 
may be from .time to time promulgated 
by the president. 


"And so long as they shall conduct 


themselves In accordance with law 
they shall be undisturbed in the peace- 
ful pursuit of their lives and occupa- 
tions and be accorded the considera- 
tion due to all peaceful and law-abid- 
ing persons, except so far as restric- 
tions may be necessary for their own 
protection and for the safety of the 
United States.

Washington.—Desire to do full duty 


by one's country, a heart's desire to 
be optimistic where optimism is pos- 
sible and a general desire to be en- 
tirely fair to officials struggling to 
bring order out of disorder, have led 
thousands of persons here In Wash- 
ington, writers of the day'? doings and 
others, to give the administration the 
benefit of every doubt. 
There has 


been some indefiniteness concerning 
the real facts of preparations, which 
has handicapped endeavor to get ut 
the truth .in every case. 


The clouds are breaking away to- 


day and it is possible to see spots and 
patches of light on the wur prepara- 
tion methods of the .government.

Soldiers of Business. 


When big business men gave up 


their work to come down here to as- 
sist the government in Us endeavors 
to carry on the war properly they 
came to" take positions In "bureaus ad- 
ditional," that is In the shipping 
boards, coal boards, fuel boards, and 
other boards necessary for the supple- 
menting of the activities of what are 
actually war boards. Today there are 
present In Washington, some of them 
just arrived, additional big business 
men who have been given or are about 
to be given commissions as junior 
officers in the United States army. 


These men will be soldiers of busl- 


ness'iu the war department. nnr>, while

shall depart from the United States 
until he shall have received such per- 
mit as the president shall prescribe, 
or except under order of a court, judge 
or Justice, under sections 4069 and 4070 
of the revised statutes. 


"2. No such person shall land In or 


enter the United States, except under 
such restrictions and at such places as 
the president may prescribe. 


"3. Every such person of whom there 


may be reasonable cause to believe 
that he Is aiding or about to aid the 
enemy, or \vho may be at large to the 
danger of the public peace or safety, 
or who violates or attempts to violate, 
or of whom theVe is reasonable ground 
to believe that he is about to violate 
any regulation duly promulgated by 
the president, or any criminal law of 
the United States, or 'of the states or 
territories thereof, will be subject to 
summary arrest by the United States 
marshal, or his deputy, or such other 
officers as the president shall desig- 
nate, and to confinement in such peni- 
tentiary, prison, jail, military camp, 
or other place of detention, as may be 
directed by the president. 


"Thjs proclamation and the regula- 


tions herein contained shall extend 
and apply to all land and water, con- 
tinental or Insular, in any way within 
the lurisdictlon of the United States.

their duties Incident to such a slate of 
war; nnd I do, moreover, earnestly ap- 
peal to all American citizens that they, 
In loynl devotion to their country, dedi- 
cated from l(s foundation to the prin- 
ciples of liberty and Justice, uphold tho 
laws of the land and give undivided 
and willing support to those measures 
which may be adopted by (he consti- 
tutional authorities In prosecuting the 
war to a successful Issue and obtulu,- 
Ing a secure mid just peace; 


"And, acting under and by virtue of

"The proclamation Issued by the 


president today proclaims a state of 
war existing between thin country nnd 
Austria-Hungary, calls vpon all citi- 
zens to perform their duty, warns sub- 
jects of the enemy to conform to our 
laws nnd enjoins upon American cltl- 
eens tho duty of treating subjects of 
the enemy who remain loynl to the Unit- 
ed States with nil such friendliness ns 
may be compatible with loyalty nnd al- 
legiance to the United States, 


"This proclamation differs from the 


preceding proclamation, relating to the 
German empire, in that, while It au- 
thorizes the arrest and Internment of 
any subjects of the dual empire whose 
conduct may be n menace to the safety 
of the country, the only restrictions 
which It contains are prohibitions 
against either entering or leaving the 
United States without first obtaining 
permission, 


Their Loyalty Shown. 


"Many subjects of Austria-Hungary 


have already demonstrated their strong 
loyalty to this country by their faith- 
fulness In industrial work, their organ- 
ization of recruiting committees and In 
service with our armies. For the pres- 
ent, therefore, "no restrictions will bo 
placed upon the movements of subjects 
of Austria-Hungary. 


"They nre not subject to the restric- 


tions of the previous proclamations re- 
lating to German enemy aliens; they 
will be permitted to reside an1!1! labor 
In prohibited areas and to travel freely 
without molestation. 
Only those who 


arc dangerous or disloyal are subject 
to arrest." 


Big Industries Worried. 


Since congress adopted tho war reso-

The ofllcti of the pro- 
vost marshal genernl has not been Im- 
mune from crltlcLsm of individuals, 
but In a general way the work that It 
hns done has received the praise of the 
people. 


If study, care nml extreme thought-

No one who has not been In dally

Madison—The federal grand jury in- 


dicted Assistant Secretary of State 
Lewis B. Nagler on a charge of utter- 
ing disloyal statements. 


It is alleged that Nagler asserted 


before witnesses that "he was through 
contributing to private grafts" and 
that he "did not believe in the Red 
Cross or the Y. M. C. A."; that they 
"are nothing but a bunch of grafters."

heart and soul behind the president in

Mr. Nagler has been, in the secre 


tary of state's office for over eleven 
years, having served under the three 
previous secretaries of state.

Superior Man Says He Has Perfected 


Method of Making Fuel Out of 


Clay Mixed With Sawdust. 


Superior—A Superior man with an 


Inventive mind, who has already in- 
vented or improved, several chemical 
processes and who is responsible for 
several devices, says he has perfected 
a method of manufacturing a fuel out 
of clay. He is Gustaf En.gelbrekt. 


With eight pounds of the new fuel, 


two or three pounds of wood and a 
match, Engelbrekt has several times 
kindled a fire in the presence of local 
businessmen that developed steam in 
a small boiler in seventeen minutes. 


The new fuel depends for its heat 


producing qualities on the aluminum 
which is a constituent of all clays. 
The clay is treated by a chemical pro- 
cess, which is said to be simple, and 
it is mixed with'sawdust, then mold- 
ed. Engelbrekt says that the new fuel 
can be produced commercially at $6 a 
ton.

At the word of 
command they pulled on the Diggers 
and the 13 ntgroes dropped to death. 
Eleven of them died almost instantly, 
the other two quivering a moment or 
two after the rope became taut. 


Of the 61! men tried by the same 


court-martial 41 were sentenced to life 
Imprisonment.

Bens the duty of treating subjects of 
the enemy who remain loyal to the Unit- 
ed States with nil such friendliness as 
may be compatible with loyalty and al- 
legiance to the United States. 


"This proclamation differs from the 


preceding proclamation, relating to the 
German empire, in that while it au- 
thorizes the arrest nnd internment of 
any subjects of the dual empire whose

United States •without first obtaining 
permission. 


Their Loyalty Shown. 


"Many subjects of Austria-Hungary

TIME A CHANGE WAS MAD1? 


Some years ago that grand pld 


man, Wm. D. Hoard, was governor of 
the great state ol Wiscon»ln. He con. 
ceived of tho proposed lav known as 
the Little Red School House Iftw, 
which at that time it was thought by 
many would be a great detriment to 
the citizens and those who sent chil- 
dren to private schools. Gov. Hoard 
was defeated. Today it can.be pis in- 
ly seen where the law would have 
been a blesuing to thi* state. There 
would have been thousands of more 
loyal citizens than there are now and 
the young men would have under- 
stood matters better. There was a 
case before Judge Werner Friday In 
this city, which brought this law to 
our mind. A Maple Grove draJnage 
case was being heard ;ancl a large 
number of witnesses were examined, 
there being many (farmers interested 
in the case. There wore two or threo 
witnesses who were over twenty-one 
years of age, who wore born in this 
county, some of them 'married aud 
had families, and they tod to have an 
Interpreter. Just think of It, you 
good Americans. A mat born in this 
county and could not calk the En- 
glish language. That is the reason, 
that the Little Bed .School House law 
should have been made a law. There 
should not bo a man or woman who 
was born In this county who'could not 
talk tho English language, wo do not 
caro of what parentage he or she may 
be, either Polish, .Germlin or- any 
other nationality. If this war con- 
tinues for another year this will be a 
national taw, not a state law, and it 
may bo that it well bo agatnet the 
law to have a school of any kind ex- 
cept In the English language.. In that 
way tho United States will bocome 
Americanized muchqulcker and tlu» 
officials now see that It should have 
boon done years ago.

In addition, there is, of 
course, nearly 2,000 pounds of an* 
mus-maklng material. On the other 
hand, a ton of fresh farmyard, nwn, 
ure contains ton pounds of nitrogen 
(the same RB straw), two pounds of 
phosphorous and only eight poun/ln 
of potassium. Moreover in a ton of 
manure there Is only .500 pounds of 
hurnus-making material, as 75 pev 
cent of manure is. made UP of water 
According to this analysis, a ton Qr 
straw contains more 
fertility 
ana 


more organic matter than a ton or 
manure, and Professor Hopkins calU 
attention to the -fact that straw de- 
caya more slowly and its benefits are 
less immediate, altho, on the other 
hand, they may be more durable. 


•The average man does not regard 


straw as having any such- manuriaj 
value as is here indicated, although 
It Is a well known fact that popular- 
ity of the plan of spreading straw on 
wheat fields and on meadows is in- 
creasing.

centers in its use for this purpose. 
Four plots of wheat at tho Illinois 
station that were covered with straw 
last winter gave an average yield of 
46.7 
bushels per acre while wheat 


that remained uncovered yielded 29.2 
bushels per acre. Here was an In- 
crease of J / . 5 bushels per acre that 
could be attributed wholly to-an ap- 
plication of one ton of straw per aero. 


Those who have a supply of stray 


on hand that cannot be used for bed- 
ding and feeding should not allow it 
to rot dowa where, it now is if there 
is any wheat growing on the 'farm. 
If it' Js spread thinly at the rate of 
one ton per acre it will unquestion- 
ably increase the y.iold, and further- 
more, benefit will be obtained in th ; 
crops that follow wheat, -because of 
the' nature and character oif the fer- 
tility and the humus-making mater- 
ials contained in s,tra>y.

ORIGINATED 


The lifeboat is n very moJern contrivance. It Is 


not much more than n half century since It came 
to be generally used. In the old days 11 sea captain 
greatly resented even the suggestion that his ves- 
-sel should carry lifeboats, 


At the period when these boats still were an ex- 


periment, a remarkable feat of life-saving WHS 
performed on the New Jersey coast nt a point 
now 
within the 
precincts 
of 
Asbury 
Pnrk, 


Joseph Francis, a:: '"ventor, had brought forth n 
device mnde of Iron and shaped like a boat, with 
n lid which could be shut, thus keeping out tho 
water. Francis contended thnt In case of n ship- 
wreck near shore a line could be made fast be- 
tween the vessel nnd the coast, and his quaint 
Ufeboat hauled back nnd forth, carrying several 
persons on each trip. 


Francis was the butt of much humor, and his 


life-saving boat, which was commonly called a 
kettle because of Its odd shape, became a subject 
for general derision. Then a vessel bearing the 
name of Ayrnhtre wai wrecked In 1847 oft the 
Jersey coast. 
It had a large passenger list, nnd 


great loss of life seamed Inevitable. Francis 
rushed to the scene got a line lo the ship and 
started his boat upon Its first emergency test. He 
iHtved 201 lives by tills method, many of which 
must have been lost otherwise, for the sea was no 
rough that no ordlmry boat 
could have ever 


reached land from the wreck.

pre«ente<1 Francis with the largest gold medal 
ever grven by thnt body. 
U WHS mnde of pure 


gold, two-thirds of an Inch thick, nnd was of 
about the same size us a tea plate.

Keciuise of the boat's 


ilze, weight nnd general clumMnesH It wns dlllleult 
to handle. 'Jut It wan none the less priictleal, and 
paved the way for the breeches buoy, operated on 
the same principle.

Instead o:f the grater 
a sausage grinder can be used to ad- 
vantage for the grating of the pota- 
toes. When using the sausage grind- 
er it will be necessary to cut the po- 
tatoes into small pieces before'feed- 
ing into the grinder.

Wash potatoes thoroughly, using

Hcrubbing'brush. Seat yourself in a 
convenient position, with

containing potatoes at one side and 
an empty vessel for the gratings on 
the other, Place dish pan with grater 
on low small table or upon'your lap. 
Without removing the skins, grat? 
t'our pbtatoos by hand or run them 
hru 
the sausage grinder. 
Empty 


gratings into the second tub or vessel. 
Continue this operation until your 
'esse! is one-half or two-thirds full 
of pulp, or until your potatoes have 
jeen used. 


Pour clean water over tho gratings, 


Stir well, so as to saturate every par- 
icl'2 with water. Allow to stand for 
i little time and then remove the 
peelings and other floating material 
Tom the top of the water. Stir again, 
idd a little more clean water and al- 
ow the same to stand for several 
lours or over night. The starch grau- 
iles wiU settle to the bottom and all 
julp and potato skins will rise to the 
op of the water or sottle on top of 
he starch granules. Remove the wa- 
ter carefully, also the pulp and skins. 
Scrape tho dark coat off the top of 
;he starch formation, being careful 
not to remove any of the starch, 


A second time pour fresh, clean 


water over the starch. Stir thoroly. 
Allow to stand for several hours or 
over night. Remove water and pulp 
is before and add another application 
of water. Continue this as often as 
Is necessary to render your starch 
perfectly white und free, not only 
from pulp, but from all sand or sedi- 
ment of any kind 'which is not pure 
starch. 
This operation can be abbreviated 


somewhat by rinsing the first tiim: 
iiui then straining the pulp, starch 
and water thru cheesecloth or cloth 
of liner mesh. 
• 
Potato starch is a healthful food 


and can be used in many ways for 
food purposes, in the making of pud- 
dings, salads, milk dishes, etc. It is 
an easy method and one that children 
will enjoy, an excellent laboratory ex- 
periment or demonstration for trie 
school or home economics depart- 
ment 
with the idea of furnishing 


recipes and preparing potato-starch 
dishes.

tho United States thousands of bush- 
els of cu.ll potatoes are wasted every 
year which could just as well be util- 
ized in this way thru the manufac- 
ture of potato starch.

By UNCLE DAN 


Number Four 


LOAD OF HAY SELLS FOR $58 


Military Training Necessary for Safety 


and Defense. 


"Say, Uncle Dan," said Billie, "Jim- 


mle and I have been looking up about 
war in the ency,clopedia at school. We 
found that In the war between Ger- 
many and Prance in 1870-71, Germany 
ost in killed and wounded 28,000 sol- 
diers while Prance lost about six times 
as many, and besides that, she lost 
every battle. We asked Professor Slo- 
cum why this was. 
He said that the 


German army was highly trained and 
ably ' commanded, while the French 
soldiers were poorly trained; and that 
;heir war 
department was honey- 


combed with jealousy, and politics; 
that the officers were not much good, 
and that's why France lost the war 
and so many men. What do you think 
about it,'Uncle Dan?" 


"Well," said Uncle Dan, "Professor 


tilocura Is right. By Inefficiency Prance 
ost that war, together with two of 
ler best provinces—Alsace and Lor- 
raine—and had to pay a billion dol- 
lars indemnity money. Prance today 
learned her lesson by that sad expe- 
rience, so she put lu universal military 
training, and as a result, her soldiers 
now know how to fight and how to 
protect themselves. 
They are losing 


less men in the war than the Germans. 
France also put politics out of her war 
department, so that expert authority, 
Instead of bureaucratic stupidity, now 
directs 
the army. 
The result 
Is, 


France has one of the best and roost 
oflicient armies every assembled, and 
this shows what thorough training and 
good leadership means 
in 
warfare. 


This saved France in this crisis,' as 
well as the liberties of the world." 


"As war is now conducted, there is 


no place for an untrained man. 
A 


body of 10,000 well trained soldiers 
properly handled could defeat live 
times their number of raw recruits und 
do it every time with comparatively 
small loss to1 themselves. Proper train- 
ing alone will reduce the death und 
casualty rate one-third of what it oth- 
erwise would be, and right here Is an 
unanswerable argument for universal 
military training. 


"Our government has no moral right 


to force her men into war service 
without properly training them for it. 
To do so is simply murder, hence the 
frantic effort that i*, now being made 
to glvegber soldiers some training be- 
fore they are sent to the front If we 
are to win this war, it will take trained 
men to do It, and it will take trained 
men to win any other war that may 
come upon us In the future. 
If wo 


must fight, let us fight to win and not 
to lose." 


"That's the stuff," said Billie. 
Continuing, Uncle Dan said: "Our 


government has expended about $300,- 
000,000 to put up cantonments and 
training stations In order to train the 
men called by the selective 
draft 


When these men are trained the train- 
ing stations should be Immediately 
filled with younger men, say those in 
their nineteenth year, to receive six 
months of intensive military train- 
ing along the lines of the Chamberlain 
bill. 
This will be of immeasurable 


benefit to them individually. It will 
do them more good than any other two 
years of their whole life; It will make 
them strong, manly, self-reliant, quick 
to see and quick to act; it will equip 
them for a successful life. In short, 
it will rebuild American manhood and 
will also give the government a body 
of trained men to draw from in case 
it is necessary to defend our flag and 
country. We must settle this question 
of universal military training imme- 
diately otherwise these training camps 
may be demolished. The adoption of 
ULlversal military training will be no- 
tice to the world that from then oa 
we will be prepared to defend our- 
selves promptly and efficiently, and 
this will do more to keep us out of 
war in the future than anything else 
we could do." 


"Do you think, brother," said Mrs. 


Graham, "that there will ever be an- 
other war?" 


"I have no doubt about it," said 


Uncle Dan. 
"So long as men are 


selfish, so long as nations are ambi- 
tious to acquire territory, so long as 
population presses and demands more 
room, so long as there remains a 
scramble for world trade—so long wars 
will be. When the time comes that 
we reach the high plane for which we 
hope and dream, when all will recog- 
nize the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man, then, and then 
only, will wars cease. When that day 
comes doors will need no locks, banks 
.will need no vaults to protect their 
treasures, but that day Is a long way 


off. 
• 


"The only safe and sane plan Is to 


be able to defend ourselves at all 
times. Therefore, every citizen should 
insist' that senators and congressmen 
shall provide for universal military 
training, so that never again shall the 
country be caught so completely un- 
ready as this war found us. For- 
tunately, In this case, our enemy has 
been held back,.so we have had a few 
months in which to prepare. This ad- 
vantage probably will never come 
again. It Is however- our salvatioi 
today. 
"Because she was ready, Switzerland 


Is an island of peace in a sea of 
war. 
Safety first is good, but safety 


always is better. In strength there Is 
safety. 
You never saw a tin can 


tied to the tail of a bulldog. There 
is a reason."

"Write that boy once or twice a week. Send him 
the home paper. He may not seem prompt about 
writing home, but never forget he has an In- 
satiable 'appetite for home letters nnd the home 
paper. His appetite for sweets, too, Is very keen.

army ration, wholesome 
and 
nourishing, 


hasn't many trimmings, so candy nlwnys Is warm- 
ly welcomed by the boys. 
Homemade fudge or 


caramel candy, something that doesn't mnsh or 
melt easily, shonld be sent. 


"There Is no need to send clothing or medi- 


cines. 
.Uncle Sam will look out for that. 
But 


small musical Instruments are valuable In keep-

HAS SUBSTITUTE FOR FUEL 


Superior Man Says He Has Perfecte 


Method of Making Fuel Out of 


Ciay Mixed With Sawdust. 


Superior—A Superior man with an 


inventive mind, who has already in 
vented or improved several chemica 
processes and who is responsible fo: 
several devices, says he has perfectec 
a method of manufacturing a fuel ou 
of clay. He is Gustaf Engelbrekt. 


With eight pounds of the new fuel 


two or three pounds of wood and a 
match, Engelbrekt has several times 
kindled a fire in the presence of loca 
businessmen that developed steam in 
a small boiler in seventeen minutes. 


The new fuel depends for its hea 


producing qualities on the aluminum 
which i? a constituent of all clays 
The clay is treated by a chemical pro 
cess, which is said to be simple, and 
it is mixed with sawdust, then mold 
ed.

per cent, or 757,000 cords over the 
quantity of wood used in 1914. 


As has always 
been, the case, 


spruce continues to be the far most 
important pulpwood, and 
in 1916 


over half of the total quantity of 
wood used for pulp was spruce, of 
which approximately 2,400,000 cords 
wore of domestic origin and 70°',°°u 
cords imported from Canada, 
The 


next most important 
pulpwood is 


hemlock, and 760,000 cords of this 
wood was converted into 
pulp vin 


1916, which was an increase of near- 
ly 200,000 cords over 1909. 
The other more Important woods 


used In the production of pulp were 
aspen and balsam fir, each to the 
amount of some 300,00,0 cords, while 
there were smaller quantities of ye - 
low and jack pine, white fir, tama- 
rack and several hardwoods.

FERTILITY IN TQX OF STRAW 


A ton pf straw contains about ten 


pounds of nitrogen, two pounds of 
phosphorous and twenty pounds of 
potassium. In addition, there is, of 
course, nearly 2,000 pounds of hu- 
mus-making material. On the other 
hand, a ton of fresh farmyard man- 
ure contains ten pounds of nitrogen 
(the same aft straw), two pounds of 
phosphorous and only eight pounds 
of potassium. Moreover, in a ton of 
manure there is only 500 pounds of. 
humus-making material, as 7 a per 
cent ot manure is made up or water 
\ccording to this analysis, a ton o 
straw contains more 
fertility 
and 


more organic matter than a ton of 
manure, and Professor Hopkins ealla 
attention to the fact that straw de- 
cays more slowly and its benefits are 
less immediate, altho, on the other 
har.d, they may be more durable. 
The average man does not regard 


straw as having any such manurial 
value as is here indicated, although 
it is a well known fact that popular- 
ity of the plan of spreading straw on 
wheat fields and on meadows IB in- 
creasing. Chief interest 
in 
straw 
centers in its use for this purpose. 
Four plots of wheat at the Illinois 
station that were covered with straw 
last winter gave an average yield of 
46.7 
bushels per acre while wheat 
that remained uncovered yielded 29.£ 
bushels per acre. Here was an In- 
crease of J i . 5 bushels per acre that 
could be attributed wholly to an ap- 
plication of one ton of straw per acre. 


Those who have a supply of stra»- 


on hand that cannot be used for bed- 
ding and feeding should not allow it 
to rot down where.it now is if there 
is any wheat growing on the farm. 
If it is spread thinly at the rate of 
one ton per acre it will unquestion- 
ably increase the yield, and further- 
more, benefit will be obtained in th : 
crops that follow wheat, because of

Hoard 
vas defeated. Today it can be plain- 
y seen where the law would ha-ve 
been a blessing to this state. There 
would have been thousands of more 
oval citizens than there are now and 
he young men would have under- 
stood matters better. There was a 
case before Judge Werner Friday in 
this city, which brought this law to 
our mind. A Maple Grove drainage 
case was being heard -and a large 
number of witnesses were examined, 
.here being many ifarmen interested 
n the case. There were two or three 
witnesses who were over twenty-one 
vears of age, who were born in this 
county, some of them married and 
i-ad families, and they had to have an 
interpreter. Just think o£ it, you 
good Americans. A mar born in this 
county and could not calk the En- 
glish language. That is the reason 
that the 'Little Red School House law 
should have been made a law. There 
should not bo a man or woman who 
was born in this county who' could not 
talk the English language, we do not 
care of what parentage he or she may 
be, either Polish, .Gerrriun or any 
other nationality. If this war con- 
tinues for another year this will be a 
national law, not a state law, and It 
may be that it well be against the 
law to have a school of any kind ex- 
cept in the English language.. In that 
way the United States will become 
Americanized muchqulcker and the 
officials now see that it should have 
been done years ago. It is beyond 
our 
understanding 
why 
parents 


should allow their sons and daugh- 
ters to grow up in the United States 
in the grand old state of Wisconsin 
and the best county in the state, 
Shawano county, and not have them 
learn the' English language. Its tim • 
that a change was made.—Shawano 
Advocate.

FIX TIME OF CHRISTS BIRTH 


Most 
Recent 
Scientlflc( 
Researches 


' Show He Was Born in the 


Year 5 or 6 B. C. 


It must not be supposed that Christ- 


mas Is the anniversary of the birth of 
our Lord. 
Christmas Is the day set 


apart by the church for the commem- 
oration of his birth, but the church 
does not protend that he was born on 
December 25. 


And although most of us think we 


count our years from that In which 
he was born, the best authorities, re- 
ligious and scientific, assure us to the 
contrary. 
Prof. Plo Emanuelll, astron- 


omer to the Vatican' observatory, is 
one of the greatest authorities on the 
chronology of the !s¥ew' Testament, and 
this Is what he has to say about the 
date of Christ's birth: 


"According to the best and most re- 


cent 
historical 
and 
scientific 
re- 


searches, bur Lord was born either 
in the year 5 or the year G B. C. That 
he was born before the year 4 B. C. Is 
historically certain, from the simple 
fact thnt Herod the Great, some time 
before his death, ordered the massacre 
of the boys two years old and under, 
In order to make sure of Jesus being 
Included In the slaughter. Now, Herod 
died, according to the testimony of 
Flavius Josephus In his 'Antiquities of 
the Jews,' a few days before an eclipse 
of the moon. 


"Here astronomy steps In to estab- 


lish the date of this eclipse, and makes 
certain that it must be referred either 
to.that which fell on March 23 of the 
year 5 B. C. or to that of March 13 of 
the year 4, both of which were visible 
in Jerusalem. 
The Illustrious astrono- 


mer, Ella Mlllosevlch, director of the 
observatory of the Collegia Romano, 
holds that, the second date is the more 
probable. 


"It being settled that Herod's death 


was in the year 4 B. a, it follows that 
Christ must have been born one or two 
years before; hence in the year 5 or 
the year 0 B. C., when we consider the 
historical 
events that followed 
hla 


birth, such as the coming of the Magi, 
the flight Into Egypt and the massacre 
of the Innocents. 
,. 


"It Is therefore to be observed that 


the present era, called the Christian 
era,, has not as Its beginning the date 
of the birth of Christ, but the year 753 
of the foundation of Rome, as It was 
fixed In the sixth century by the fa- 
'mous monk, Dionystus Exlguus."— 
Exchange.

France today 
earned her lesson by that sad expe- 
rience, HO she put ill universal military 
training, and ns u result, her soldiers 
now know how to llglil and how to 
protect themselves.

France also put politics out of her war 
department, so that expert authority, 
nstead of bureaucratic stupidity, now

small loss to themselves. Proper trulti- 
ing alone will reduce the death and 
disunity rate one-third uf what it oil;- 
erwlse would be, and rlflht here l& an 
unanswerable argument for universal 
military training. 


"Our government bus no moral right 


to force her men lulu war service 
without properly training them for It. 
To do so Is simply murder, hence the 
frantic effort that Is now being made 
to glveier soldiers some training be- 
fore they are sent to the front. 1C wo 
are to win this war, It will take trained 
men to do It, and it will take trained 
men to win any other war that may 
come upon us In tlie future. If wo 
must light, let us light to win and not 
to lose." 


"That's the stuff," said Eilllc. 
Continuing, Uncle Dan said: "Our 


government has expended about $300,- 
000,000 to put up cantonments and 
training stations In order to train the 
men called by the selective draft. 
When these men are trained Uie train- 
ing stations 
should be Immediately 


tilled with younger men, say those in 
their nineteenth year, to receive six 
mouths of intensive military train. 
Ing along tho lines of the Chamberlain 
bill. 
This will be of Immeasurable 


benefit to them Individually. 
It will 


do them more good than any other two 
years of their whole life; It will make 
them strong, manly, self-reliant, quick 
to see and quick to act; It will equip 
them for a successful life. 
In short, 


It will rebuild American manhood anil 
will also give the government a body 
of trained men to draw from In case 
it Is necessary to defend our Hag and 
country. \Ve must settle this question 
of universal military training Imme- 
diately, otherwise these training camps 
mny be demolished. The adoption of 
universal military training will lie no- 
tice to the world that from then uii 
we will be prepared to defend our- 
selves promptly and eliiclently, and 
this will Jo more to keep us out of 
war in the future than anything elsa 
we could do." 


"Do you thlnl:, brother," said Mrs, 


Graham, "that there will ever be an- 
other war?" 


"I have no doubt about It," said 


Uncle Dun. 
"So long as men ure 


selfish, so long as nations ure iinibl 
tlous to acquire territory, so long as 
population presses and demands more 
room, so long as there remains a 
scramble for world trade—so long wars 
will be. When the time comes that 
we reach the high plane for which wo 
hope and dream, when all will recog- 
nize the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man, then, and then 
only, will wars cease. When that day 
comes doors will need no locks, banks 
will need no vaults to protect their 
treasures, but that day Is a long way 
off. 
- 


"The only safe and snnc plan Is to 


be able to defend ourselves at all 
times. Therefore, every citizen .should 
Insist that senators and congressmen 
shall provide for universal military 
training, so that never again .shall the 
country be caught so completely un- 
ready us this war found us. 
For- 


tunately, in this case, our enemy has 
been held buck, so we have had a few 
months In which to prepare. Tills ad- 
vantage probably will never corao 
iignln.

In ancient times the sleight-of-hand 


performors were, popularly regarded 
with awe, as beings who were gifted 
with supernatural powers; and the 
performers, to enhance their own im- 
portiince, took care not to contradict 
Uie general belief. 


Nowadays 
we

well 


enough that all feats of legerdemain, 
however wonderful they may appear, 
are quite natural, if we only knew 
how they were done, observes a writer. 


One of the puzzling tricks performed 


by so-called public mind readers, or 
clairvoyants, Is . an extremely simple 
deception. 
The performer, standing 


on the stage, asks several persons In 
the audience to write each a sentence 
on a slip of paper and seal It in an 
envelope. 


Of course the stationery is furnished 


nnd afterward collected. One of the 
audience Is a- confederate, and writes 
R sentence agreed upon beforphand. 
When the assistant goes through the 
house gathering up the envelopes, the 
confederate's contribution'" Is carefully 
put,where It will be the last one of the 
lot to be taken up. 


The performer picks out an enve- 


lope, and, after feeling It, with much 
ceremony, pronounces 
the 
sentence 


iigreed upon, and the confederate in 
the audience acknowledges that he 
wrote It. 


To confirm this, the performer tears 


open the envelope and repeats the sen- 
tence as though he found it on the In- 
closed paper, which Is in reality an- 
other man's sentence, which he reads, 
Miid then, picking up another envelope 
nnd fumbling it over, he calls out the 
.sentence he has Just read. 


The one who. wrote it says it is right, 


the performer tears open the envelope, 
roads what Is in it, and proceeds in 
that way through the lot.

The first impressions that the white 


man's customs made upon the Indians 
were doubtless more startling than 
their stpicnl. natures permitted them 
to reveal. In Ms book, "From the Deep 
Woods to Civilization," Dr. Charles A. 
Eastman discloses, something of their 
feelings by relating his experiences 
when, as a Sioux, he started on a 150- 
mile walk to the Indian Mission school 
at Santee agency, Nebraska.

Kquijiment Needed 


Two clean pans, vats or galvanized 


tubs, one large pan, one cylindrical 
grater, plenty of c-'.ean water, and 
wiping cloths. Instead of the grater 
a sausage grinder can be used to ad- 
vantage for the grating of the pota- 
toes 
When using the sausage grind- 


er it will he necessary to cut the po- 
tatoes into small pieces before feea- 
ing into the grinder. 


SJecipe for Making Home-made 


; rotate Starcli 


Wash potatoes thoroughly, using 


•)lonty of water 
and 
a. 
vegetable 


scrubbing'brush. Seat yourself in a 
convenient position, with 
a 
vessel 


containing potatoes at one side and 
•in empty vessel for the gratings on 
the other. Place dish pan vrith grater 
on low small table or upon'your lap. 
Vltliout removing the skins, grat-- 
our potatoes by hand or run them 
hru 
the 
sausage grinder. 
Empty 


gratings into the second tub or vessel. 
Continue this operation until your 
-esse-i is one-half or two-thirds full 
if pulp, or until your potatoes have 
jeen used. 
Pour clean water over the gratings. 


Stir well, so as to saturate every par- 
icl'» with water. Allow to stand for 
a little time and then remove the 
peelings and other floating material 
rom the top of the water. Stir again, 
add a little more clean water and al- 
ow the same to stand for several 
hours or over night. The starch gran- 
ites will settle to the bottom and all 
pulp and potato skins will rise to the 
op of the water or settle on top of 
he starch granules. Remove the wa- 
ter carefully, also the pulp and skins. 
Scrape the dark coat off the top oi 
the starch formation, being careful 
not to remove any of the starch. 


A second time pour fresh, clean 


water over the starch. Stir thoroly. 
Allow to stand for several hours or 
over night. Remove water and pull- 
is before and add another application 
of water 
Continue this as often as, 


s necessary to render your starch 
perfectly white and free, not only 
'rom pulp, but from all sand or sedi- 
nent of any kind 'which is not pure 
starch. 
. 
This operation can be abbreviated 


somewhat hy rinsing the first tim,; 
md then straining the pulp, starch 
and water thru cheesecloth or cloth 
ot liner mesh. 
Potato starch is a healthful food 


and can be used in many ways for 
food purposes, in the making of pud- 
dings, salads, milk dishes, etc. It is 
au oasy method and one that chilaren 
wilf en'joy, an excellent laboratory ex- 
periment" or demonstration for tne 
school or home economics depart- 
ment, with the idea of furnishing 
recipes and preparing potato-starch 
dishes. 
. 
In nearly even* potato section of 


the I'nited"States thousands of bush- 
els of cull potatoes are wasted every 
year which could just as well be util- 
ized in this way thru the manuiac- 
turc of potato starch. 
Starch-making demonstrations an;!

for fairs and club festivals in the in- 
terest of potato club work.—O. H.

and Defense.

diers while France lost about six: times 
as many, and besides that, she lost 
every battle. We asked Professor Slo- 
cum why this was. 
He said that the

combed with jealousy and politics; 
.hat the officers were not much good, 
and that's why France lost the w:ir 
and so many men. What do you think 
about it, Uncle Dan?" 


"Well," said Uncle Dan, "Professor 


By inefficiency France 
ost that war, together with two of 
ler best provinces—Alsace and Lor- 
•aine—and had to pay a billion dol- 
ars indemnity money.. France today 
earned her les.son by that sad expe- 
rience, so she put In universal military 
training, and as a result, her soldiers 
now know how to fight and how to 
protect themselves. 
They are losing 


.ess men in the war than the Germans. 
France also put politics out of her war 
department, so that expert authority, 
instead of bureaucratic stupidity, now 
directs the army. 
The result is. 


France has one of the best and most 
eflicient armies every assembled, and 
this shows what thorough training and 
good leadership means in 
warfare. 


This saved France in this crisis^ as 
well as the liberties of the world." 


"As war is now conducted, there is 


no place for an untrained man. 
A 


body of 10,000 well trained soldiers 
properly handled could 
defeat live 


times their number of raw recruits and 
do it every time with comparatively 
small loss to themselves. Proper train- 
ing alone will reduce the death and 
casualty rate one-third of what it oth- 
erwise would be, aud riflht here is an 
unanswerable argument for universal 
military training. 


"Our government has no moral right 


to force her men into war service 
without properly training them for it. 
To do so is simply murder, hence the 
frantic effort that is now being made 
to giveier soldiers some training be- 
fore they are sent to the front. If we 
are to win this war, it will take trained 
men to do It, and it will take trained 
men to win any other war that may 
come upon us in the future. 
If wo 


must fight, let us fight to win and not 
to lose." 
"That's the stuff," said Billie, 
Continuing, Uncle Dan said: "Our 


government has expended about $300,- 
000,000 to put up cantonments and 
training stations in order to train the 
men called by the selective draft. 
When these men are trained the train- 
ing stations should be Immediately 
filled with younger men, say those in 
their nineteenth year, to receive six 
months of intensive military train- 
ing along the lines of the Chamberlain 
bilL 
This will be of immeasurable 


benefit to them individually. It will 
do them more good than any other two 
years of their whole life; it will make 
them strong, manly, self-reliant, quick 
to see and quick to act; it will equip 
them for a successful life. 
In short, 


It will rebuild American manhood and 
will also give the government a body 
of trained men to draw from in case 
it Is necessary' to defend our flag and 
country. We must settle this question 
of universal military training imme- 
diately otherwise these training camps 
may be demolished. The adoption of 
niiversal military training will be no- 
tice to the world that from then u-.i 
we will be prepared to defend our- 
selves promptly and efficiently, and 
this will do more to keep us out of 
war in the future than anything else 
we could do." 


"Do you think, brother," said Mrs. 


Graham, "that there will ever be an- 
other war?" 


"I have no doubt about it," said 


Uncle Dan. "So long as men are 
selfish, so long as nations are ambi- 
tious to acquire territory, so long as 
population presses and demands more 
room, so long as there remains a 
scramble for world trade—so long wars 
•will be 
When the time comes that 


we reach the high plane for which we 
hope and dream, when all will recog- 
nize the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man, then, and then 
only will wars cease. When that day 
comes doors will need no locks, banks 
will need no vaults to protect their 
treasures, but that day is a long way 
off. • 
"The only safe and sane plan is to 


be able to defend ourselves at all 
times. Therefore, every citizen should 
insist that senators and congressmen 
shall provide for universal military 
training, so that never again shall the 
country be caught so completely un- 
ready "as this war found us. For- 
tunately, in this case, our enemy has 
been held back, so we have had a few 
months in which to prepare. This ad- 
vantage probably will never 
come 


again 
It is however our salvatior 


today. 
"Because she was ready, Switzerland 


is an island of peace in a sea of 
war. Safety first Is good, but safety 
always is better. In strength there 13 
safety.

Prof. Plo Emanuelll, astron- 
omer to the Vatican observatory, Is 
one of the greatest authorities nn the 
chronology of the New" Testament, and 
this Is what bo has to say about the 
date of Christ's birth; 


"According to the best nnd most re- 


cent 
historical 
nnd 
scientific 
re- 


searches, our Lord was horn either 
In the year fi or the year 0 B. C. That 
ho was born before the year 4 B. C. Is 
historically certain, from the simple 
fact that Herod the Great, some time 
before his death, ordered the massacre 
of the hoys two years old nnd under. 
In order to make sure of Jesus being 
Included In the slaughter. Now, Herod 
died, according to the testimony of 
Flavins Joscphus In his 'Antiquities of 
the Jews,' a few dnys before an eclipse 
of the moon. 


"Here astronomy steps In to estab- 


lish the date of this eclipse, nnd makes 
certain that It must be referred either 
to that which fell on March 28 of the 
year B B. C. or to that of March ]3 of 
the yenr 4, both of which were visible 
In Jerusalem. The Illustrious astrono- 
mer, 
Rlln Mlllosevich, director of the

FIX TIME OF CHR1STS BIRTH 


Most 
Recent 
Scientific. Researche. 


Show He Was Born in the 


Year 5 or 6 B. C. 


It inu=t not be supposed that Christ- 


mas Is the anniversary of the birth of 
our Lord. 
Christmas is the day set 


•ipart by the church for the commem- 
oration of his birth, but the church 
.Joes not pretend that he was born on 
December '-iT>. 
And although most of ns think we 


count our years from that In which 
he was born, the best authorities, re- 
ligious and scientific, assure us to the 
contrarv. Prof. Plo EnMnuflll. astron- 
omer to the Vatican observatory. Is 
one of the greatest authorities on the 
chronology of the New' Testament, and 
this Is what he has to say about the 
date of Christ's birth: 


"According to the best and most re- 


cent 
historical 
and 
scientific re- 


searches, our Lord was horn either 
in the year 5 or the year 6 B. C. That 
he was born before the year 4 B. C. Is 
historically certain, from the simple 
fact thnt Herod the Great, some time 
before his death, ordered the massacre 
of the boys two years old and under, 
In order to make sure of Jesus being 
included in the slaughter. Now. Herod 
died, according to the testimony of 
Flavius Josephus in his 'Antiquities of 
the Jews.' a few days before an eclipse 
of the moon. 
"Here astronomy steps In to estab- 


lish the date of this eclipse, and makes 
certain that it must be referred either 
to that which fell on March 23 of the 
year 8 B. C. or to that of March 13 of 
the year 4. both of which were visible 
in Jerusalem. The Illustrious astrono- 
mer, Ella Mlllosevlch, director of the 
observatory of the Collegio Romano, 
holds that the second date Is the more 
probable. 
"It being settled that Herod's death 


was In the year 4 B. C., it follows that 
Christ must have been born one or two 
rears before; hence In the year 5 or 
the rear 6 B. C., when we consider the 
historical 
events that followed his 


birth, such ns the coming of the Magi, 
the flight Into Egypt and the massacre 
of the Innocents. 


"It Is therefore to be observed that 


the present era, called the Christian 
era,, has not as Its beginning the date 
of the birth of Christ, but the year 753 
of the foundation of Rome, as It was 
fixed In the sixth century by the fa- 
mous monk, Dionyslus Exlguus."— 
Exchange.
